Re- 
vision does not always come to an end however when a communicating 
conceptual form is created that is to say made flesh and the proof 
one proof is French music literature sculpture painting architecture 
in the seventeenth century.

The created work 
Could however be other revision of the work in progress and re- 
visions can be non-exclusively directed as for example if one 

were to begin to write a sonnet and if at the end of the revisions 
undertaken in the process of writing a sonnet when the work was 
Completed one had in fact written six dizains., Try it and see. 
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
